The siege of the 

ries of Kanesatake a anaes 
(near Montreal, Quebec) by a couple 
of thousand police from Quebec 
Provincial Police (QPP) and the 
federal Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police (RCMP) is now in it’s sixth 
week. Tensions are extremely high. 
On August 14, 2600 troops from the 
Canadian army moved into posi- 
tions close to locations of the armed 
standoff where they can “react 
quickly if their presence is required.” 
Facing the combined forces of po- 
lice and military are members of the 
Mohawk Warrior Society who 
helped drive off the QPP who, on 
July 11, launched an armed attack 
against Kanesatakein order to serve 
an injunction to dismantle a bari- 
cade that Mohawks had erected to 
prevent the nearby town of Oka 
from expanding a golf course into a 
pine forest planted by the people at 
Kanesatake. 

Miraculously, no Mohawks were 
shot though the police fired thou- 
sands of rounds of automatic rifle 
fire into their settlement. One cop 
was killed, though it has not yet 
been determined which side fired 
the fatal bullet. To support their 
sisters and brothers, the Mohawks 
of Kahnawake, 35 miles from the 
battle scene, seized and closed the 
Mercier bridge which rises from their 
territory andlinks the south shore of 
the St. Lawrence river to downtown 
Montreal. They threatened to blow 
up the bridge if any Mohawks were 
hurt in another attack on Kanesa- 
take. The QPP, backed by the 
RCMP, put up their own blockades

which completely shut off Kanesa- 
take, turned the nearby village of 
Oka into an armed camp, and iso- 
late the Mohawk barricades at the 
bridge. The police have prevented 
food, medical supplies and even 
residents of the communities from 
crossing the lines. The army is 
clearly intended as an intimidating 
factor. They've moved in armored 
personnel carriers, 105 mm field 
Howitzers, with a range of seven 
miles, 60-81 mm mortars, helicop- 


THREAT OF MILITARY FORCE SPARKS 
SOLIDARITY PROTESTS IN MINNEAPOLIS

On August 27th, the Minneapo- 
lis AYF was contacted with the 
message that the Canadian gov- 
ermiment was preparing to use 
force againstthe Mohawks atOka. 
The call tor solidarity action was 
issued ater Canadian Prime Min- 
istor Brian Mulroney threatened to 
sendin the army and end the six- 
week old stand-off, 

Over tha following week, sav- 
eral consecutive days of protest- 
ing took place inside and outside 
of the Canadian Consulate: in 
downtown Minnsapolis. Pressure 
was kept up on the Consulate 
letting the raprasentatives of the 
Canadian government know that 


& military campaign against the 
Mohawks at Kanesatake and 
Kahnawake would not be toler- 
ated. 

The demonstrations have con- 
tinued at regular intervals over the 
last two weeks, as the Canadian 
army has begun to dismantie some 
of the Mohawk barricades, Those 
present at the demonstrations in- 
cluded members of AIM (Ameri- 
ean indian Movement), WAMM 
(Women Against Military Mad- 
hess), RABL (Revolutionary Anar- 
chist Bowling League), AYF and 
ather concemed people.

ter gunships, tanks and numerous 
construction vehicles such as front- 
end loaders. 
On August 16, a communique 
from the Mohawk Nations Office re- 
Ported that on the previous night, a 
4 to 6 man reconnaissance team in 
camouflaged combat gear, as- 
sumed to be from the military, came 
close to provoking an armed con- 
frontation. The incident was re- 
Ported to the Intemational Human 
Rights Observers and a formal 
complaint was lodged with them. 
They have increasing fears, given 
the military harassment, including 
overhead flights by helicopter gun- 
ships and spotter planes. They add 
that “Quebec all along has been 
playing for control of the army that 
itcan now use itagainst our people. 
The intention was never to carry out 
meaningful negotiations with us.” 
Adding to the tensions are the 
nightly protests by the residents of 
Chateauguay, a commuter suburb 
of Montreal that is right beside 
Kahnawake. As many as ten thou- 
sandm though usually many fewer, 
Euro-Canadians have demon- 
strated nightly against the closure 
of the bridge which they depend on 
for easy access to Montreal. 
They've threatened to attack the 
Mohawk barricades. White su- 
premacist groups such as the Klu 
Klux Klan have been openly organ- 





izing the mainly French speaking 
Tesidents. They've attacked people 
who look native and have attacked 
blacks on the scene who live in the 
area. On August 11, 12, and 13 the 
demonstrations turned much nas- 
tier as groups of young men, armed 
with baseball bats and tire irons, 
threw rocks, bottles and police sepa- 
rating them from the Mohawks. The 
protestors have been demanding 
that the army be called in to open 
the bridge by force. Such calls 
have been echoed by politicians 
from all three levels of government 
-local, provincial and federal. Up to 
this writing, the army remains at the 
ready within a few kilometers. 

Direct negotiations involving the 
federal government and provincial 
govemments and representatives 
from the Mohawk nation began on 
August 16. There have been no 
talks since July 15. On August 11, 
the two settler govemments had 
agreed with the Mohawks for pre- 
conditions for thenegotiations which 
they hadpreviously rejected. There 
included the presence of a 24- 
member observer team from the 
Paris-based Intemational Human 
Rights Federation which will remain 
on sit until all the barricades are 
removed and all “armed forces" are 
withdrawn, the free fidw of food and 
suplies through police lines be re- 
established, as well as access to 
the besieged communities by spiri- 
tual leaders and other advisors. 

Support for the Mohawks has 
come from both Native and non- 
Natives across the continent. Many 
of the Natives nations have tempo- 
rarily erected barricades on high- 
ways and railways to show solidar- 
ity and to backup local land daims. 
Ojibwas in northem Ontario are 
maintaining blockades put up on 
August 13and 14whichcutthe only 
two east-west transcontinental 
routes for passenger trains to back 
Mohawk demands. 

The armed confrontation has 
brought a new unity to the Indian 
movement across the country in 
spite of the efforts of the govem- 
ment to categorize the Mohawk 
Warriors as criminals who have 
taken over the Mohawk nation. But 
support for the Mohawks is near 
unanimous ranging from the Asse- 
mebly of First Nations (AFN), the 
national organization of band coun- 
cils, to the cultural and political 
radicals, to many individual Indians 
who had previously little to do with 
the struggle. The Mohawks them- 
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selves, severely divided over the 
future direction of their nation, have 
come together to confront this di- 
rect challenge to their continued 
existence. 

It is a common understanding 
thatanotherattack on the Mohawks 
would most likely initiate a cam- 
paign against such vulnerable tar- 
gets as electric power pylons, or 
natural gas pipelines which cross 
hundreds of thousands square miles 
of sparsely populated Native terri- 
tory covering huge areas of the 
country including 85% of Quebec, 
are obstacles in the way of mega- 
development schemes of both the 
corporations andgovernments. The 
attack on the Mohawks could well 
be the opening shots of a long and 
protracted war. 

In spite of the displays of racism 
and white supremacy outside the 
barricades in Quebec, support for 
the Mohawks amongst Canadians 
has been given as high as 70% in 
public opinion polls. Such support 
might seem rather shallow, given 
the response of those whites ad- 
versely affect by the the bridge 
closure, but the Mohawks them- 
selves report that “the vast majority 
of the surrounding residents are 
opposed to the racist behavior of 
non-Indians at the barricades.” 
They also say that “a few off-duty 
police, and ex-police officers have 
also been identified among the more 
violent racist activists.” Food and 
money has been collected by both 
Native and non-native groups. 
Support demonstrations and vigils 
have been held across the country. 
The federal and provincial govern- 
ments have been flooded with let- 
ters, faxes and telegrams from 
individuals, unions, churches, popu- 
lar organizations and numerous 
others calling for restraint and fora 
resolution to the long withstanding 
land claims by the First Nations. 

The issue is not just this one in- 
cidentinvolving a police attack ona 
non-violent village. Nor is it simply 
a question of ownership of particu- 
lar pieces of land such as the golf 
course which the federal govern- 
ment has now bought to “give” to 
the Kanesatake. Rather the de- 
mands must be for the federal and 
provincial governments to recog- 
nize Mohawk sovereignty, and to 
begin nation to nation discussions 
to resolve land disputes. If the 
injustices and racism of hundreds 
of years of European occupation 
are not met, then Canada is in for

chief towards some anti-abortion 
demonstrators, all appointments at 
the clinic were made. 

In assessing the role of the Au- 
tonomous Anarchist Action at the 
clinic defense, some good obser- 
vations can be made which are 
relevant to the revolutionary anar- 
chist community as a whole. The 
group attended WHAM! meetings 
prior to the action and invited two 
WHAM! members to an AAA plan- 
ning session. When planning to 
converge on a demo in militant 
fashion, itis good to network before 
hand. True, no one "owns" demon- 
strations, and we as anarchists 
should feel free to act in a way we 
deem most effective. It is still a 
good idea to network with organiz- 
ers if possible. 

Some WHAM! organizers were 
still shocked at AAA's presence, 
and some resented our "stealing 
the media's attention.” But on the 
other hand, still others welcomed 
our militant presence, and after all, 
we did achieve the goal of keeping 
the clinic open. 

Why the helmets? During the 
pre-action discussions, itwas men- 
tioned that Operation Rescue loon- 
ies had, in the past, provoked vio- 
lence and employed blockade tech- 
niques usually used by activists 
from the Left. Therefore the group 
went prepared to drag away opera- 
tion rescue folks if necessary. As it 
tured out, no such action took 
place, so all the helmets essentially 
did was make the the 90 degree 
heat more unbearable. neverthe- 
less, it is good to decide upon tac- 
tics before an action, which was 
what AAA had done. Action may 
not be required, but it's good to be 
prepared. 

Why the masks? Concealing 
your identities is something people 
rarely do in North American actions 
- butitis something we must begin 
to do, all of us! The police, and 
even the FBI, document activists. 
But if we all band together as an 
anonymous/autonomous bloc at 
demonstrations, then we can en- 
gage in militancy without fear of 
repression. If a police video sees 
you throw a brick at a demonstra- 
tion, you can face years in prison 
for assault. We should be proud to 
express our views openly in public, 
But, at the same time, the increas- 
ing police state reality makes other

SABOTAGE BOOKS CLOSI 


New York City’s only anarchist 
bookstore, Sabotage Books, was 
closed on Monday, July 16 after a 
split in the store's collective. This 
Closing is the result of a complicated 
argument over store policy as wall 
as the oparation of the collective, 
Sabotage: Books, located on the 
Manhattans Lower East Side was a 
foral point for the anarchist commu- 
nity, aswell asaplace for organizing 
events, and provided services such 
as a shower for area squatters. 

The split in the collective was 
brought about by a division over 
letting a member of the collective re- 
joinaftor quitting ovoradisputo abaut 
what should be displayed in the 
window of the bookstore (actually it 
was a debate of political ideology - 
an anarchist vs. left). The splitin the 


POLICE ATTACKS: 


The Reality of police violence has 
hit the Montreal lesbians and gays 
between the eyes, in the gut and in 
the back. Hundreds have come out 
in support of the community. 

During a raidof aclandestine disco 
party in the wee hours of June 15, 
weary revellers were attacked as 
they tried to go home. Witnesses 
say atleast two dozen cops removed 
their badges before marching into 
the crowd of about 300, clubbing 
them with nightsticks. 

Others reported that the police 
made several homophobic com- 
ments and targeted people of color 
or those dressed flamboyantly. The 
police also threatened to shoot 
people running away while beating 
those who moved too slowly. By the 
end, eight people were arrested and 
charged with assaulting the police. 

Once again the boys in blue are 
the object of rage from a community 
sick of being abused and subse-

quentiy silenced. The lesbian and 
gay community responded imme- 
diately in a big way with 3 protests 
in the days following the attack. 

The police reacted to the 
Strength of the community with 
more brutality. More truncheon- 
wielding officers in riot gear wear- 
ing rubber gloves but no identifica- 
tion “brutally smashed" the crowd 
without waming at a midday sit-in 
on June 16. They injured at least 
70 people, hospitalizing 12, in full 
view of passersby. One suffereda 
hemiated testicle andrequiredsur- 
gery. 

The protestors had hoped to 
hand deliver their demands to a 
police representative. The police 
originally agreed to this meeting 
as a bargain to disperse the crowd 
of 800 gathered at the demo the 
day before. 

As a result of the police brutal- 
ity, as Charlene Nero, from the 


curtly told to come back later. The 
two arrestees, who had in fact 
been at the station at the time, 
later said that as the AAA activists 
approached the precinct, police 
Officers locked all the doors and 
took out their clubs in a nervous 
frenzy. 

The autonomistanarchistmove- 
ment is emerging in North Amer- 
ica. The early months, or years 
will be difficult ones. But if we 
maintain our militancy withan ever- 
critical anarchist assessment of 
both our actions and out theories, 
then we will be successful.

Dear Profane Existence, 

I'd like to comment and criticize 
on the Mid-South A.Y.F. report in 
A.Y.F. bulletin #5, specifically the 
incident on Earth Day. The day 
started out O.K. with lots of people 
coming to the A.Y.F. booth and 
collecting lots of flyers and talking 
with a lot of the anarchists. | was 
walking around the grounds, look- 
ing at other booths when | came 
upon the “white-power-new-age" 
guy's booth. At first there was a 
small handful of people, including 
one punk who was arguing fairly 
rationally and making a fool out of 
the guy. Pretty soon the guy's and 
other people's shouting attracted a 
small mob to the booth. keep in 
mind there was one new-ager and 
his stubborn convictions versus 
maybe 30 or so people. Even 
though | thought he was very brain- 
washed by his new-age ideals, | 
have a lot of respect considering 
the odds, scoming and ridiculing 
he was up against. Shortly after 
very militant punx arrived on the 
scene and began arguing and get- 
ting very upset at his persistence to his ideas. 
(It's hard to think that a bunch of red-faced kids 
screaming would automatically cause the guy 
to receive a revolution and denounce his old 
ideas. Would any of them, if a bunch of new- 
agers were yelling at them how dumb they are 
to uphold anarchist ideology, would automati- 
cally become “enlightened” to the new-age 
cause? | think not.) 

It was obvious that the "white-power-new- 
age" guy was beyond any hope of reason 
because of his deep-seated loyalty to his reli- 
gion.

sign, that he wore, shouting out his message, 
and a large group of mostly punx following and 
shouting behind him. | then | saw someone 
informing JP on the situation and soon JP was 
in the guys face, repeatedly shouting “Racists 
suck!” After a few minutes the new-ager finally 
left. As he left some militant members of the 
A.Y.F. began knocking the new-agers sand- 
wich-board sign around. 

It's obvious that the punx who did what they 
did were not thinking atall. They didn't think 
that some of them could have possibly been ar- 
rested for harassment and/or assault. They 
didn't think about the effect such a negative 
scene would have on the people around them. 


For example, | overheard one person say, 
“now | know why anarchy won't ever work." 
Also, | got the impression that A.Y.F. was the 
type of organization that would have beat the 
shit out of you if you disagree with one group's 
point of view. Even though this is not the type 
of tactic practiced by the A.Y.F., the punx at 
Overton Park might as well have. My main 
point! wantto raise with all of this writing is that 
inthe A.Y.F. Bulletin #5, JP wrote "Free speech 
is dead." Fuck, it sure as hell is dead when a 
deviant sub-culture who denounces censor- 
ship has members who deny the new-ager his 
voice. | wish alot of the A.Y.F. members could 
feel whatit would be like to have alarge, hostile 
crowd shouting at them because they disagree 
with anarchist thinking, and then burn maybe 
$100 worth of fliers and other items.

Urgent! 

Accritical situation seems to be developing in 
Colorado. | would like to stress that the follow- 
ing information is only hearsay... We have no 
documentation or anything of the sort. What 
we do have is the word on the street. We've 
been hearing the same story from too many 


people to discredit whatwe've heard. As some 
of you may know, a skin named Norm Hillier 
was recently stoned to death by Nazi bone- 
heads in Boulder. Anti-racist skins in the area 
have informed us that Norm was formerly in- 
volved with a racist youth group in Michigan. 
We've heard he was with the Hammerskins, 
Church of the Creator, and Aryan Nations 
(Does anybody know for sure?). He moved to 
Colorado to escape the Nazi shit, and became 
anti-racist. Word on the streetis, he was killed 
by his former associates or another group 
acting on their behalf. (Confederate Hammer- 
skins were passing through at the time.) The 
police say he was a Nazi (based on his tattoos) 
and and that he was killed by his Nazi “friends” 
over money. We are asking anybody who 
knew Norm or anyone who knows anything 
about this incident to write to us with what they 
know so that we have a better handle on the 
situation, and see that the truth comes to light. 

Now for the issue | spoke of earlier. We've 
been hearing from many sources that major 
Nazi activity is about to occur in Colorado 
sometime during the fall of this year. As we 
understand it, the Aryan Nations has many 
enemies imprisoned in the Colorado penal 
system. Metzger is supposedly a number of 
skins (people are saying anywhere from 5-500) 
to: One, get into jail any way they can for the 
purpose of killing their enemies. Two, to recruit 
and organize Nazis in Boulder and Denver. 
three, to establish an Aryan Nations outpost in 
Greely. Finally, to cause general hell andmake 
sure the border to Wyoming (the supposed 
new "Aryan State") is clear of non-whites. A 
Nazi in Greely, formerly with a group known as 
the A.U.A. (has anyone heard of it?) in Idaho, 
is helping with the set-up of the future outpost. 
I find ithard to believe that Metzger could send 
50 Nazis much less 500 to Colorado, with all 
the shit going on in Portland and with his 
upcoming trial. But if there is not any truth to 
what we have been hearing, somebody has 
managed to pull off off a perfectly orchestrated 
lie. We've heard this information in four differ- 
ent towns, from people completely unassoci- 
ated. If anybody knows anything at'all let us 
know as soon as possible! We are the only 
organized anti-fascist force in Colorado that | 
am aware of. Even if Metzger is only sending 
5 skins, it wouldn't be hard for 5 assholes who 
knew what they are doing to turn the disorgan- 
ized Nazis in Colorado into an effective force. 
We must be ready and aware, or our small size 
and lack of information will destroy our group. 
Again, please respond as quickly as possible 
with an information you have. 

Finally, we are asking anybody who knows 
of anti-racists or anti-racist groups in Colorado 
to send us their address or to send them ours. 
We don't have the money or the resources to 
reach all of the people we'd like to, as a result 
many people may not know of our existence. 
We need to get some unity in our scene, andit 
needs to happen now! Thanks for your time.

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Dear Sirs: 

Syndicalism is a stagnant silly doctrine 
awash with the sort of mythology which 
made up too much of the “Brief History” - 
- more of a brief than it was history — By 
Professor Felix. Precisely because short 
indoctrinations to complex matters distort 
by simplifying, it is crucial to keep them 
clear of interpretive errors. 

While syndicalism was in some sense, 
in some places, a reaction against state 
socialist complicity in politics, this was 
untrue of the entire Western Hemisphere 
and some other locations. Where it was 
invented, France, syndicalism was itself 
the government's accomplice to local state- 
financed Bourses de Trevail. These geo- 
graphical groups (a combination of hiring 
hall and clubhouse) in an idealized form 
were to complement the functionai units 
whose kernel, it was supposed, were the 
unions. French syndicalism was not so 
much repressed as merely defunded, 
hardly a heroic destiny. 

The syndicalist talked up their signature 
tactic, the general strike, but never called 
on that succeeded. Perhaps the most 
successful one, which they had nothing to 
do with, was in support of the Weimar 
Republic in defense of the Kapp Putsch. 
So much for relying on industrial, not politi- 
cal power. 

Indeed, World War | and it’s aftermath 
finished off syndicalist unions as effective 
forces, but why did you neglect to mention 
they'd already failed anywhere in Europe 
to thwart war? Those syndicalists who 
didn't go militarist during the war went 
Fascist or Communist, in most cases, 
afterwards. But the, syndies didn't need 
war or fascism to fuck up. Nowadays an- 
archists generally regard the peasant 
Zapatistas as the most anarchic currentin 
the Mexican Revolution. At that time the 
Mexican trade-union federation was syn- 
dicalist. Guess what? The syndies organ- 
ized battalions to fight for the current 
Carranza government and materially 
contributed to the defeat of Zapata and 
Villa by machine-gunning their horsemen 
from trenches. One war later, the Argen- 
tine syndicalists became Peronists. 
Mussolini's “corporatist” system attracted 
many syndies since he adapted their hier- 
archy of the syndicats to the interests of 
his nationalist regime. 

Finally, the epitome of syndicalism, 
Spain -- by 1936 the only place they 
counted for anything. The covert betrayal of 
anarchist anti-parliamentarism elected the left- 
bourgeois Popular Front and thus touched off 
the civil war. What did the anarcho-syndicalist 
CNT do? It's officials joined the government to 
help degrade the social revolution the workers 
and peasants were making, without regard to 
prior ideological label, into a war (as you say) 
against “fascism,” not for themselves but for 
the Stalinists and liberals. In ruining the revo- 
lution the syndicalist top brass, never called to 
account by the rank and file likewise lost the 
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war. 

Contrary to Felix, syndicalism is dead, it's 
just not altogether buried. It has nothing to do, 
if it ever did, with what was best in anarchism. 
From the campuses and the nursing homes it's 
American ideologues denounce with increas- 
ing stridency the revolutionary anarchist cri- 
tique of the master source of servitude, work, 
without which they will have nobody to organ- 
ize. The WSA is not, as you say, a federation 
of “unions” — it's never organized a workplace 
— buta little political club of leftist dimwits who 
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fed you a line. Marxism is definitely discred- 
ited. who in their right mind cares to trade it in 
for that still duller form of workerist coercion, 
syndicalism.

inthis issue lm going to concentrate on 
things that are happening right here in the 
Twin Cities because we ate part of things 
going on here and | think we are entitled 
to opinions on such matters, 

The first thing is of no great news to 
those living hare in Minneapolis but fwant 
to give my opinion here so everyone 
teading this may get soma sort of under- 
standing of the problem. The problem is 
the war that seams to be going on be- 
tween two factions of skinhead gangs. 
The ones I'm talking about are the”Baldias" 
and the “Minneapolis Oi Boys” (MOB). 
Both are groups claiming to ba anti-racist 
and demanding support for this reason, 
but let's take a look at each group a little 
more clasely before | make any state- 
ments. 

Fist, we have the Baldies. Pretty 
much the first of the anti-racist skinhead 
groups, Daing involved with the begin- 
nings of Anti-Racist Action and directly 
responsible for helping to drive most of 
the racist skinheads out of Minneapolis, 
The Baldies, for the most part originally 
being made up of people who grew up in 
the punk scene, has probably the deepest 
roots in Minneapolis. Of course, there is 
also the “S.1_K. Posse” which is an off- 
shoot of the Baldies and is made up of 
mainly younger kids who simply want to 
be in it for a gang - or sa one would think. 

On the other hand, wa have the 
M._O.B., or Minneapolis Oi Boys. Thisis a 
newergang coniprised mastly of ex-White 
Knights (a white-power skinhead gang} 
‘who claim to no longer be racists and 
claim to have formed a S.H.A.R.P. (Skin- 


heads Against Racial Prejudice} chapter 
in Minneapolis, Incredibly, same af these 
same peopis were involved in a highly 
publicized race-orientated attack last 
spring where they atlacked a number of 
black children. 

Q.K. so we have the players idonti- 
fied, lets get to the point. We have thasa 
two groups who have been basically fight- 
ing each-other for fuck-knews how long. 
Both groups are frying to gain support 
within the punk community (as well as 
bonafide gangsters) toget an upper-hand 
over the other. My comments on this 
situation is thatwe, as acommunity, should 
neither support nor encourage either 
group. f'm sure that half of the people 
living in South Minneapolis know people 
that have been involved with same sort of 
incident with some of these people. They 
both have the same mentality and I'm 
sure # you asked any street punk they will 
tell you he/she's been hassled by people 
of both skinhead gangs. | can see no 
support for either group as | personally 
despise the actions of each group just as 
much. 

Furthermore, after many confronta- 
tions with either group at events, | reluc- 
tantly say I would have to support the 
exclusion of these trouble-makers from 
events we put on as a whole (i.e. punx 
picnics, gigs, etc.) as the possibility for 
trouble is too great. It's either that or we 
don't have any more events in Minneapo- 
lis. After much debate on the subject, | 
can no longer see any other alternative. 
This leads me to the following topic | 
would like ta discuss, 

We've been volunteering alot of tine 
helping puton shows with Sonic Warp this 
summer and | would like to pass‘on afow 
observations | have made. As many 
people know, Sonic Warp is formed on 
the idea of setting up inexpensive shows 
independently of the already existing profi:- 
hounds around town. Firstly, I've just got 
to say that I'm a little surprized that not 
more people have shown up for the gigs 
that they have puton. I mean the first two 
gigs this summer were great and they 
were packed, but after that, people 
stopped coming ta shows. Perhaps the 
people didnt want to go to the shows 
because the atmosphere is not that great. 


Let me explain. The first thing that fj 


comes fo mind is the tiringly senseless 
mache dancing that goes on. There has 
persistently been a smalf hand-full of 
people whe insist on bashing the fuck out 
of anyone in front of the stage. If it’s not 


obvious this has kept peaple from enioy- 
ing themselves, a look around the hall ta 
$e people standing or sitting in the back 
should be a clue. OK, moshing it up can 
be fun out when it's very physical it's no 
fun for anyone but your-self. Perhaps # 
wa broke the arm of those who persist 
they will get tha point! That's a little 
extreme but what's the other solution than 
ło not allow them into the gigs? Have 
people such a short memory that just last 
year people had fun doing the pogo at 
gigs? 

Another thing that I know for a fact 
keeps a lotof peaple coming is the persis- 
tonca of Sonic Warp to allow know troublo- 
makers into shows. {think this point can 
be exemplified perfectly by taking a look 
at the events of the Of POLLO! / DE: 
STROY / NUNCA MAS show on August 
18th, | know for a fact that Sonic Warp 
knew about tha plans of the Baldias and 
the M.O.B. to fight it out at the show. It's 
bad enough letting people from either 
group into the shows, because the vast 
majority (including mysell) feel physically 
threatened by their presence, not to 
mention the fact that a lot of them have 
caused trouble at ar after Sonic Warp 
shows. On the night previously men- 
tioned, the M.O.B. skins showed up in 
force {perhaps numbering over thirty 
people) and of course they ware lat in. | 
can understand Sonic Warp needing the 
money, but these are the vary same peapla 
whe have caused trouble in the past and 
there is no reason they shouldbe allawed 
in, money or not. Ol POLLO! only man- 
aged fo getiwa songs played before afew 
Baldies were seen outside the gig and all 
of the M.O.B. craw ran outside to chase 
them, Someshots wara tiredattha M.O.B. 
andthey dispersed. Unfortunately noone 
was hurt ar killog of either group, but the 
lives of thosa not involved wera definitely 
in danger, including myself and friends. 

After all of the skinheads had left the 
gig, Ol POLLO! resumed playing, There. 
is proof on videotape that people enjoyed 
themselves much more after the skin- 
heads left. It just goes to show their 
presence keeps people from having fun. 
| think it would be wise move for Sonic 
Warp to exclude these people from their 
gigs. It would be a benefit to the punk and 
alternative community that makes uptheir 
vast number of supporters, as well as 
attract more people to a more positive 
atmosphere, | think if the above-men- 
tioned changes in policy were to occur, as. 
wolf as a little more continuity in pramo- 
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tion of shows, they would be better able to 
establish a solid base of support. As for 
now, ! will no longer personally volunteer 
| Help with any more of their gigs untilihere 
are same major policy changes on how 
they run them. Why should | when | feel 
my life, and the lives of my friends are 
endangered by simply being there? 

1 guess it would ba appropriate to 
solicit some response from tha parties 
involved -- as [ think they have some 
things to answer for. 

Now that five gone on about the 
prablems of the great local scene -- which 
definitely isn't nearly as cool as people 
outside Minneapolis seam ta think it is — 
I'm going to continue my tirade about 
same problems a little claser to home. 

To begin with, I'm alittle tired of being 
disappointed with the so-called alterna- 
tive comminity. Mainly with the lack of 
seriousness the people involved ara. This 
is not just a problem here in Minneapolis, 
but just about every where the political- 
active left are involved. So why should | 
say this here? What d the people who 
tead arid write Profane Existence have to 
do with the political left? 

My mom dropped off a stack of 
magazines at the collective house the 
other day. Within tha pilo were a fow 
recent copies of the Utne Reader, which 
alter reader three to four copies fve come 
to the realization that the snotty leftist 
bunch who subscribe to the politics af that 
magazine are no different than those who 
read this magazine! The only thing that 
makes that bunch of arm-chair politicians 
any different iromthe average punk-rocker 
is that the punks wait in line for their wel- 
fara checks to buy beer, while the Yuptne 
Reader buch wait in line to gas up their 
Volovos.

Perhaps one of the most influential bands to 
come from the later end of the anarcho-punk 
explosion of the early 1980's, CONFLICT 
have also been the center of a lot of contro- 
versy, some of this stemming from specific 
incidents, butmainly from the malicious spread 
of rumors. In an attempt to get their side of 
things, CONFLICT were interviewed on June 
24th, 1989 in Berlin by Ilja Satanowski in 
Berlin. The interview may be a bit dated but 
the information is still important and interest- 
ing nonetheless. Since the interview has taken 
place, CONFLICT have also released "Against 
All Odds,” a studio album taking a different 
direction from previous releases, "Standard 
Issue," a compilation of CONFLICT tracks 
from previous releases and are currently re- 
leaseing a series of compilations of deleted 
Mortarhate recordings. There are perhaps a 
few more things that could have been asked 
and perhaps they could have a little less obvi- 
ous when attempting to dodge questions... 


P.E: Why don't you introduce yourselves 
first? 

H: I'm Paul Hoddy, the bassist. 

P: I'm Paco, the drummer. 

S: And I'm Steve Ignorant, one of the singers. 
P.E: Weren't you originally in CRASS? 

S: Yes. 

P.E: What I wanted to know was whether it is 
true that CRASS live on a farm somewhere in 
England and that they have more or less left 
the active "music-making" scene? 

S: That’s acomplete load of bullshit!! To put 
the record straight for all the people that have 
been mislead by dreadful journalism, I live in 
a house next door to a farm in England. We 
don't own a farm, we rented a house very 


Start by organizing, by putting small pie 


cheaply, so it was sensible for the members of 
CRASS to live together, because we happen 
to eat meals at the same time during the day. 
Tt was stated that CRASS lived on a farm and 
in a commune which just isn't true. So the 
rumor that we gave up, because we live on a 
farm in the country, isn't true; we have always 
lived there. The reason that we split up is 
because a lotof the members got tired of being 
init. 

P.E: Does this mean that CRASS has never 
stopped making music, etc? 

S: Well, we are finished now!! 

P.E: Are you the only ex-member that does 
anything visibly productive? 

S: Well, that depends on what you consider 
productive! Idon'treally want to tu this into 
a CRASS interview!! 

P.E: Oh no! I just wanted to clear up things. 
S: Alright just to clear itup. The individual 
members of CRASS are trying to discover 
their own lives again, after 8 or 9 years of 
being on the road. They are still carrying on 
the message that CRASS was saying by work- 
ing in various fields. One member does 
massages for disabled people, another one 
works for an organization which is an advice 
bureau for suicidals. 

P.E: O.K. now that we have covered that let's 
go over to CONFLICT. You have been criti- 
cized for a number of things, including your 
label Mortarhate and the violence aspect. What 
is your standpoint on that? 

P: What do you mean violence aspect? 

P.E: Well it seems that most older anarcho- 
bands have very strong pacifist beliefs. 
CONFLICT took up things with an attitude of 
“We're not putting up with interference at our 
gigs!" 


P: Well, we wouldn't because to sit there and 
have - like it has happened - a crowd of 500 
people in there, 15 fascist skinheads walk in, 
start beating people up and everybody sits in 
the corner. You never change anything like 
that. They only understand when you use 
violence. 

H: You have to fight violence with violence! 
P: We just believe in sticking up for the things 
we believe in. Why the hell should anybody 
come along and step all over us and get away 
with it? 

PE: I've asked this question because I read 
somewhere that Colin beat up several skin- 
heads. Tm not necessarily accepting this as 
the truth. I thought you mighthave something 
to say about this. 

S: One thing that is really interesting is that 
eversincel've joined CONFLICT every inter- 
view that I've been present at, it was us de- 
fending ourselves against stupid rumors. I'm 
sure there are more important things to talk 
about. 

P.E: I agree, but I thought it would be good if 
you could prove that the rumors are false, 

S: Yes, the rumors are fake. there have been 
cases where I - as a pacifist - have had to smash 
somebody really hard, because there wasn't 
anything else for me to do. And when you're 
talking about a gig situation, we are not play- 
ing games when we go onstage, we are deadly 
serious. So the rumors that we kick people off 
the stage is partially true. Yeah, we do kick 
them off stage because there isn't time to do 
anything else. If I'm doing my job which is to 
be a vocalist in this band, saying what I think 
is important. I don't want some guy on stage 
ripping my microphone plug out. Idon't want 
him to hassle me.

P.E: Well, how serious do you take yourself? 
You have some pretty strong ideas in your 
music. The last time you were here in Ger- 
many - I think it was 1986 - there was some 
criticism that you were not exactly uncom- 
mercial, in reference to the tour. The amount 
of money charged for gigs was pretty high, 
etc. Some people have said that you were not 
standing up to the ideas that you proclaim. 
P: Well, that depends on the way you see it. 
You've got to get contacts to put up uncom- 
mercial gigs. Sometimes itisn't avoidable and 
you have to play commercial. It can't be done 
straight away, because no matter what we 
believe in, things have still got to be paid. But 
if people listen and take it seriously enough 
they'll make alternatives for themselves and 
for everyone else. 

P.E: I'm sure that you could make your tour 
more uncommercial. The promoter could be 
at least a bit more uncommercial. 

P: There's always the obvious promoters that 
are purely out to make money, but how do you 
tell all the time who is doing what? 

H: We can't see them, we just hear their voice 
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on the other end of the phone. 

P.E: You have just brought out an LP, "The 
Final Conflict," I assume it is your last Tec- 
ord... 

P: It's the new one!! 

P.E: But it sounded like you were rather 
disillusioned by the punk scene. The word 
"Final" suggests that you are quitting the 
band. 

H: Butit also means a new beginning! 

P: Yeah, we will continue fighting, because 
the job is not done yet. There's still a lot of 
unhappiness and we feel that to give up now 
would be chickening out like all the other 
bands. 

P.E: So you will still put out records as 
CONFLICT? 

H: To me, "The Final Conflict" album is 
dispelling all the rumors thathave been spread 
around us. One of the songs is "I heard a 
Rumor." 

P: Most of the rumors about us are made up 
because of jealousy. 

P.E: But some of the rumors are based upon 
specific incidents. For example, some people 





say that the Mortarhate label rips off other 
bands. 

P. & S. & H: Bullshit! That's ridiculous!!! 
H: The bands’ albums that we put out on 
Mortarhate made us lose money. We went 
into thousands of pounds in debt. We tried 
hard for these bands, but nobody bought 
enough records for us to break even. We lost 
money. That's the main reason why we don't 
help bands anymore. We have tried!! 

S: It's exactly like the "Bullshit Detector" 
compilation LP's, which Crass Records re- 
leased. It was made up of demo tapes that 
were sent to us by other bands or individuals. 
We would end up with 400 tapes, home-made 
music. You have to listen to everyone of them 
and decide which one you are going to put on 
the LP. It took up to two months. You are 
talking 2.5 minutes on a record, which is 
going to have 20 or 30 bands on it. The idea 
was to put out the record cheaper, so you can 
eventually put the major companies out of 
business. It's of course a utopia, but it still is 
like an audible fanzine, coming out every 
month. Well, after choosing the track we had 
to write back to the bands and ask them 
whether we could use track so and so. And 
some of them wrote back, saying that we can't 
use that song, because their singer left and 
they don't want to get ripped off. Well, the 
money we're talking about was approximately 
2.5 pence for each band. The bands would 
write and say that we ripped them off. The 
same thing happened with Captain Sensible, 
where we made a dreadful mistake of thinking 
that the single that he did with Crass Records 
would sell and we lost 30,000 pounds on that. 
CONFLICT did the same thing with a band 
called FLOWERS IN THE DUSTBIN, who 
spent far too much time in the studio, ran up a 
bill which has got to be paid and of course they 
never received any money. Then Mortarhate 
were shit-faces for not paying any royalties!!! 
P.E: Well, my personal criticism is that there 
seems to be a lack of response from you to 
disprove all these rumors. I'm aware that you 
can't write every fanzine, but how about 
something like a news sheet? 

S: We used to have a newsletter. 


ee 








P: Butitcostalotofmoney. You've got to pay 
for the newsletter, you have to pay for the 
mail. No matter how anti-system you are you 
still have to pay the mail company, if you want 
to write to somebody. And if you want to 
contact some people you are talking about 
something like 5000 letters. 

P.E: Well, let's go over to another subject. 
What other activities does the band do? 

S: Well, it would be ridiculous for CON- 
FLICT as a semi-commercial or publicly 
known group of people to attack the govem- 
mentsuch as inriots, etc. Ifyou want to make 
change, ithas gotto come froma lot of people, 
it can't be done by small groups anymore. 

P: We were banned from playing for 18 
months in England, because we were getting 
quite a following behind us and there was alot 
of trouble after our gigs. A lot of people we 
going out and smashing butchery shops and 
things, so the police came back to us. First it 
starts that you can't play anymore, so you can't 
get the word across. We were doing mailorder 
and our mail was raided by the government. 
Our records were being taken out of record 
shops. We gotincitement charges. We would 
carry on and be more over-the-top, we could 
outin front of Parliament and spray slogans on 
the walls, but what are we going to do when 
we are in prison? 

P.E: Have you ever had regrets that you have 
taken on a public stance against the govern- 
ment? Maybe you would have preferred to 
stay underground and keep your activities on 
amuch more militant basis? 

S: Well, personally, I don't regret showing 
myself in public, because in some ways it lets 
me off the hook. I mean that I can't be that 
subversive anymore. There was a time when 
I was still in CRASS when we were deciding 
on what we were going to do. One big 
consideration was blowing up an airport run- 
way with an airplane on it, preferable without 
people in it. We were thinking about how to 
get arms. Fortunately, we didn'treally get too 
much into it. 

P.E: So it was just an idea? 








S: Well, it was more than an idea that was 
being considered, because we were thinking 
"Well, if we said all this stuff what's the next 
step we should take?" So, obviously the next 
step was civil unrest and we had to put our 
money where our mouth was. Personally, I 
really didn't want to end up in prison for the 
test of my life. I think that anybody who is 
toying with the idea of civil unrest, like pick- 
ing up a gun or blowing up amotorway bridge 
should think about it really carefully because 
it really is not a game. It might be a game for 
us, butif the authorities get a hold of you, they 
aren't going to take it as a joke. We did a gig 
in Brixton with 3500 punks there. It was 
considered enough of a threat by the police 
that they started looking into us as individu- 
als. 

P: Wehada meeting with the police, they had 
our records on the table and were asking what 
we meant by our statements. 

P.E: What about your type of music? Do you 
think it is a good medium to get your ideas 


across? Bands like THATCHER ON ACID |! 











play softer music but have more accessible 

music. 

P: That's the way you interpret it. If you play 

an instrument and something inspires you, 

you play it a certain way. I feel very angry, 

uptight when we go up on stage. I really feel 

and believe in the things that we are talking 

about. What do you think Steve? 

S: Yes, I agree with you. Sometimes I sit 

down to write something and all I can get 

down on paper is "You fucking bastards!!" , 
That's all I can say because it says it all. 

People have often said that I look very miser- 

able on stage, I never smile. Well, I'm not 

miserable, but I'm 100% serious. Every night 

that I perform our songs there's a different. 
interpretation, When Colin is singing, I'll \ 
stand there and look athim and try to givehim 

support that way. 


CONFLICT / MORTARHATE 
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So you stand back with your ideals, your rightful personal opinions. taking what you want from 
me, don't say I haven't given. I won't bestuck on the Christmas tree. I won't dictate what youshould 
be. Now I just dream of being free. And the tears fill my eyes when I think of what it could have 


been. Keep at the battle although support may die. Watch every move they make always ask why. 
Remember that reality always breaks through, proving life's just what it seems. There's still the 


governments police force, complete with boots and gloves. That puts a whole new meaning on the 


precious word love. The boot still goes in in Ireland, treading on the hands. Still misery and poverty 
throughout the pleasant land. Still the threat hangs above our heads known to all by many names, 
that's nice and neatly packaged into harmless T.V. games.

Scragg: In general, I'm just not paying it at all. Some 
people might be paying it out of fear buta lotof people 


who are paying it are just too lazy to even bother 
questioning why and what for. Then you get people 
saying "I don't want to pay it but | suppose I'd better” 
- just a total cop-out. 

D-Fekt: Well, from what Dave Death tells me (Fluffs 
brother and DEATH ZONE guitarist) the membership 
of the local Anti-Poll Tax Federation is going up all the 
time now that people are realizing a lot of people 
aren't paying and the fact that they know they've a 
federation behind them, it's slowly coming about. I've 
never joined anything in my life but I may join the Anti-

P.E: With all of the recent prison up-risings in the 
U.K.,doyou think they have had the desired effect of 
ralsingthe general publics coneclencetothe barbaric 
way theprisoners are treated orhas the government 
successfully taken the wind from thelrsalls. 

Fluff: In the prison riots, the prisoners were made out 
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to be fighting one another by the press (scum).

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Probably one of my favorite zines right now, I 
jumped at the chance to interview Newt from 
ASSAULT WITHINTENT TOFREE fanzine when 
he stayed withus back in June. He putina great deal 
of work into our last issue and, in my opinion, his 
idea for the front cover was a hint at genius... 
(interviewed by Troll) 

P.E: So what is it like putting out a fanzine in 
Oxford? 

Newt: Well, let me explain Oxford. It's a medium 
size town in norther-central Mississippi. The Uni- 
versity of Mississippi is probably the only thing 
keeping it from being another really, really small 
town guess you might say. The populationis about 
10,000 and with the university being there it's more 
like 25,000 people. As far as the music scene goes, 
the progressive scene is the big thing. It's like that 
all ovet the South in university towns because 
Athens is close by, and those bands tour alot. Right 
now, in Oxford there is no punk scene, or hardcore 
scene or even a metal scene as far as that goes. 
Oxfordis only 50 minutes away from Memphis and 


“it's four lane all the way. So the few punks that are 


there are really more a part of the Memphis scene 
than anything else. There used to be, I won't say 
good, but decent scene in '88 and early '89. there 
were a few bands... 

P.E: So are we to understand that you didn't start 
AW.T.F?: 

Newt: No, actually it was more of acollective when 
it started out. I didn't start working with them until 
issue number four and that was in about March of 





"88. That was when the scene was really going on. 
There was a band called NIGHTMARE ON 
SEASAME STREET which was a pretty melodic 
hardcore band. Everybody was young back then, 
9th grade or 10th grade and it was really starting to 
happen. We would put on shows at each other's 
houses when our parents went out of town. There 
was another band called DEAD FISH which was 
my band. Those two bands really started things as 
far as punk rock and metal. 

P.E: How did you get involved with A.W.L.F?: 
Newt: Because I was in DEAD FISH. Us and 
NIGHTMARE ON SEASAME STREET were 
teally good friends NIGHTMARE ON SEASAME 
STREET were basically doing the zine and they got 
me involved in it some how. People started going 
in different directions and I just stayed with the 
fanzine. Basically I've been with it ever since then. 
P.E: Has the zine changed any since the beginning? 
Newt: Ohyeah. The firstissue came out in October 
of 1987 and it was 20 page and it was offset, 
although it looked Xeroxed. I guess since I've been 
taking a lot of joumalism course, because that's 
what I'm interested in, it's gotten a lot better as far 
as layouts go, and presenting ideas, it's readability 
and stuff like that. It's changed in that sense. [think 
the music has remained the same. 

P.E: Do you think readability is something a lot of 
fanzines lack? 

Newt: Yeah, I really do. That is one of the things 
I like about it now. As far as the layout goes it's a 
lotmore readable. There's still alot of things I don't 
lic. Inumber seven Idon't like the writing style and 
the other people don't like the writing style either. 
We're all trying to progress in our writing style in as 
far as it not being a bunch of kids coming together 
and just throwing something together. We want it 
to be something people can read and use it to better 
their lives and hopefully get something out of it. 
P.E: Do you think you lose some of the personal- 
ness and personal touches when you take a more 
serious approach? 

Newt: Yes andno. As faras in Oxford and the Mid- 
South we pretty much all know each-other. As far 
as people outside the area that pick up A.W.LF. for 
the first time, maybe but it's it's kind of hard to tell. 
Tdon't really know who reads it outside of Oxford 
because a lot of people just don't write. Like when 
I came up here, when you mentioned my name to 
people, they say "yeah, I've read your fanzine be- 
fore” and I never knew that. It's got alot bigger. I 
don't know if that because we've been around longer 
or we've just gotten a lot better. 

P.E: What was the circulation of the last few issues? 
Newt: Issue number eight was just over a thousand 
which was our biggest ever. Issue number seven 


was just over 350 maybe. 

P.E: That's sort of a big jump... 

Newt: Yeah it is a big jump. I didn't know it was 
going to happen until right before it was going to be 
printed. We were going to have it done offset 
printed like number seven, but we were going to 500 
insteadof 350. But what happened was the printers 
wanted way too much money, more than we could 
afford and we would have lost somuch money on it. 
I like the the fact that good zines like MRR and 
PROFANE EXISTENCE are on newsprint. And 
Tve found out now that if you are going to doa zine 
with a press run of a thousand than it pretty much 
has to be on newsprint. Sol looked fora newsprint 
place and I found one, but they had never done 
magazines before, only newspapers. We were kind 
of their guinea pigs or something. We had itprinted 
upand it was on the big, giant newsprint sheets. We 
had to collate it ourselves which took about a week 
of staying up until about 5:00 in the moming to get 
it done. 

P.E: So it was a lot more work.. 

Newt: Yeah but it was definitely worth it. 

P.E: So you're starting a record label? 

Newt: It's an idea that's been tossed around for 
almost a yearnow. I guess we wanttoleamas much 
about putting out a record before we actually do 
one. We wantto doit right, not like some of the bad 
releases we've seen. It's starting to look like it can 
actually happen this fall. 

P.E: So what is your first release going to be? 
Newt: There's some friends of ours ina really good 
band we want to put out a record for. I'm not sure 
if I want to mention their name at this point because 
it's still upin the airas to whether ornot we'll be able 
to go through with it. Basically the records that we 
would put out would be bands that we know, as 
friends. 

P.E: So how many people actually do the work on 
the zine? 

Newt: At this point there is basically three people 
that are actually doing the "shit work" for it. 

P.E: More than us...(at the time...) 

Newt: Ido alotof the work as far as mail and typing 
stuff. There's Skull who lives in Andover, MA who 
has a Macintosh at school who does a lot of work. 
‘Then there's also Jennifer who lives down the street 
who also does a lot of work. From what I hear she 
has her hands full with the mail because I've been 
gone two and a half weeks now. A lot of other 
people have been involved with the zine that have 
come and gone. They still read itand some of them 
still contribute to it. In Oxford people really go in 
different directions after a while. Like Tait. Tait 
and Skull originally started the fanzine in '87 andhe 
stayed with it until right now, by still contributing to 
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it. He's more involved with the Mid-South A. Y.F. 
doing stuff for them, so he really doesn't have the 
time anymore. 

P.E: So what is your involvement with the Mid- 
South A. Y.F? 

Newt: Well, I go to the meetings and present ideas. 
Sometimes they're used and sometimes they're not. 
The A.Y.F. helps distribute the zine. JP who is 
really involved with the A. Y.F. helps distribute alot 
around Memphis. It pretty much gets around all the 
Mid-South. We also set up tables at Mid-South 
shows. It has worked out really well. We didn't 
know of any organizations doing it at shows andit's 
a good thing. More stuff has been made available 
to the Mid-South scene. 

P.E: You add alot of political stuff to the zine, is this 
as important to you as the music? 

Newt: Yeah, definitely. Sometimes I wish there 
was more political stuff than there is. I want to get 
more of our ideas into the zine. It works out 
sometimes and sometimes it doesn't. I think espe- 
cially in punk rock it is a very important aspect. 
P.E: What do you think of music-only zines? 
Newt: I read a lot of them and I think they're cool. 
That's not what A.W.LF. is though. We're more 
than music. There's more to be offered than just 
music in punk rock. There's a lot of ideas that are 
there also. TRUANT fanzine out of Memphis is 
cool and it's all music and humor. Most of the 
fanzines I read are political fanzines. I'm glad a lot 
of zines are putting more politics into them. Fora 
while it seemed like across the nation it seemed like 
punk rock was just music and ideals really weren't 
being expressed. You had fanzines like A.W.LF. 
that weren't doing that and HIPPYCORE and no 
more are starting to add it in. 

P.E: What seems to be responsible for this insur- 
gence? 7 

Newt: For one, I think the straight-edge scene is 
dying out. Well, I won't say straight-edge scene, 
more like the "youth crew" scene. I think these 
people in these crews were sick of a few people 
telling them how to live theirlife. In the Mid-South 
it seems to be dying out. It seemed like a lot of these 
youth crews were really anti-fun. Living your life 
by a set of rules somebody else has made up is not 
the way I want to live my life. 

P.E: Would you say you're an anarchist? 

Newt: Oh yeah definitely. I believe in educating 
yourself, which is what [have done, and continue to 
do. I belive in setting your own goals, not letting 
someone else do it for you. I believe in living my 


life the way I want todo andnot the way others want 7 


me to. 
P.E: But doesn't that give you license to run out and 
murder and pillage? 


Newt: Idon't think so. I think anarchism is amore 
based on liberation. When there was a hurricane 
last year in the Virgin Islands I remember a govem- 
ment official in the media saying "Thereis anarchy! 
People running wild in the streets!" There's an 
attempt to discredit anarchism and present it as 
chaos. It’s a pretty subliminal attempt to show that 
anarchism wouldnever work. Hopefully with all of 
the fanzines like HIPPYCORE and PROFANE 
EXISTENCE and hopefully A.W.LF. people are 
picking up an idea of what anarchism really is. 
P.E: How do you think we can reach outside the 
punk scene? 

Newt: The Mid-South A.Y.F. makes up a lot of 
flyers. On Earth Day they passed out thousands of 
flyers to a lot of main-stream people. Hopefully 
those people took them home and read it, not just 
threw it in the trash. That's one way. I don't think 
you should limit your friends to just those inside the 
punk scene. A lot of my friends are not necessarily 
punks and when I present my ideas to them, hope- 
fully they will think about it, and maybe change 
them. 

P.E: Do your views on anarchism go along with 
your views on animal rights? 

Newt: Oh yes, because I think a lot of anarchism is 
liberation. I think there is too much emphasis on 
eating meat in this country, and wearing "high 
quality” leather products and a lot of other forms of 
exploitation. Idon'tlikeit at all. Animal liberation 
is perhaps one of the most over-looked topics in this 
country. Hopefully the way I live my life and 
because of theideasI present, more people will start 
looking into it. I don't think you can say one thing 
and live you're life another way. It's like the book 





















Threat by Example, the way you live your life is the 
biggest example you can give other people. I think 
it's unfortunate in the punk scene that there are a lot 
of people who call theniselves anarchists only have 
like a CRASS record or RUDIMENTARY PENI 
record to back them up. I would like to sce more 
people examine it, research it and educate them- 
selves. Nobody is going to educate you, you have 
to want to leam. Tve always had problems with 
political science teachers because they always pres- 
ent things from a capitalist point of view, and never 
from any other point of view. I've always been in 
trouble in school and college because I would 
challenge their ideas, so I was automatically on 
their ‘hit list.’ I got a C in my last semester of 
political science because I didn't get along with my 
teacher. She was really right-wing so we kind of 
fought a lot. 

P.E: Did you leam anything? 

Newt: Ileamed a lot more about here and what she 
believed in. Iknow I wouldneverlike to be likeher! 
T m not sure she learned anything. It's not like I 
didn't leam anything. 

P.E: So are you going to school to get a career? 
Newt: Idon't know at this point. I just want tokeep 
on leaming more... and be a professional student. 
It's all about leaming in my opinion...

P.E: | understand you had plans to 
release a split with E.N.T. but it has 
been canceled.

DISRUPT: At first it was going to be 
on Dean /E.N.T.'s label Sink Below 
Records, but then they decided to 
release it in Japan on Dead End 
Records. When E.N.T. went over to 
Japan they found out that the guy 
was a complete asshole and was 
only trying to “cash-in" on the music”

P.E: What's the most positive thing 
that's happened to you because of 
being in the band? 

DISRUPT: That's a good question. | 
guess on of the positive points is the 
fact that we're exposing this style of 
music.

Professor Felix's Brief History of Anarchism 


Part 6 


“EMMA GOLDMAN and 





| ALEXANDER BERKMAN 





EMMA GOLDMAN 


Emma Goldman was born on June 27, 1869 the 
third daughter in a Jewish Russian family in Kau- 
nas. As a youth she had a great desire to leam and 
akeen intellect. She came into conflict with patri- 
archy at an early age, quarreling often with her 
father who refused to let her engage in activities 
"unproper” fora woman. Sheemigratedto America 
in 1885 against the wishes of her father. Goldman 
lived for a while in Rochester NY where she was 
unhappily married for a short time. She worked 
primarily as a seamstress in various factories until 
moving to New York City. Here she met up with 
Johann Most, Alexander Berkman and was rapidly 
involved in the anarchist movement there. In 1892 
she helped Berkman in his attempt to assassinate 
Henry Clay Frick. Although never implicated in the 
plot, she was throughout her life harassed by the 
police and immigration authorities. She was in and 
out jail all her life, had restrictions placed on her 
travel and freedom of speech. The “authorities” 
typically referred to her as the "most dangerous 
woman in America” and similar epithets due to her 
anarchist beliefs and agitation. Goldman was a 
pioneer in theory and practice of what we now call 
feminism. Goldman was the most vocal advocate 
of women's liberation, birth control, and equality 
between the sexes in an era when women had no 
vote, abortion and birth control were illegal, and 
women’s social status was litle better than that of 
furniture and pets. She was also an inspired orator 
and constantly toured the country lecturing on 
anarchism, women's issues, and labor concerns, as 
well as more scholarly topics such as drama and 
literature. Along with Berkman she published 
MOTHER EARTH from 1906 to 1918, which was 





the foremost anarchist journal in the 
United States at the time. Each 
issue contained news, essays, ar- 
ticles, poetry and calendar of up- 
coming events in the anarchist com- 
munity. Mother Earth was sup- 
pressed by the U.S. Post Office in 
the war hysteria which erupted as 
the U.S. was drawn into World War 
L Goldman and Berkman were the 
moving force behind the "no-con- 
scription league” which opposed the 
draft after America's entry into the 
war. Their resistance to the war 
# landed them in jail and they were 
eventually deported along with two 
hundred odd other radicals to Soviet 
Russia. Goldman and Berkman 
were eager to serve the revolution 
which had toppled the oppressors in 
their homeland. They volunteered 
their services to the Bolshevik re- 
gime, but were soon to be disillu- 
sioned by the communists authori- 
tarian policies. They traveled ex- 
tensivelythroughout Russia andhad 
the opportunity to meet people in all 
walks of life, including anarchists 
and other revolutionaries imprisoned 
and persecuted fortheir anti-authori- 
tarian beliefs. They became gradu- 
ally disillusioned with the course of 
the revolution under the commu- 
nists. This came toa head with the 
suppression of the Kronstadt upris- 
ing in 1921. After this the two gave up on trying to 
work with the Bolsheviks and managed to secure 
exit visas. Goldman moved from country to coun- 
try until acquiring British citizenship by marrying a 
comrade there. She and Berkman set out to tell the 
world about their disillusionment with the commu- 
nists in Russia. Goldman wrote a book and a series 
of newspaper articles on "My disillusionment in 
Russia”. She continued to travel and lecture until 
the outbreak of the Spanish Civil War in 1936. She 
traveled to Spain to lend support to the anarchists 
fighting there and view the social revolution under- 
way there. She then went to raise moncy and 
support forthe Spanish cause in England. With the 
defeat of anarchism in Spain Emma worked to 
defend a group of Italian anarchists jailed in Toronto 
who were threatened with deportation to fascist 
Italy. Saving them from expulsion proved to be her 
final battle. She died of a stroke on Feb. 19 1940. 
She is buried at Waldheim cemetery outside Chi- 
cago, near the graves of the Haymarket martyrs. As 
an anarchist Emma Goldman fought for freedom of 
expression, freedom of speech and movement, and 
in an era a movement dominated by men, freedom 
of women from sexism and oppression. 

Also of Russian Jewish origins Alexander Berk- 
man was bom in Vilnius in 1870. He was a 
promising but rebellious pupil, and was expelled 
from school for writing an anti-religious essay. He 
came to America in 1888, and like Goldman be- 
came involved in the immigrant anarchist move- 
ment in the wake of the Haymarket tragedy. In 1892 
Berkman attempted to assassinate Heary Clay Frick 
manager of the striking Camegie steel works at 
Homestead, Pa. Clay was blamed for ordering the 


shooting of striking workers and was a staunch 
opponent of the unions. Berkman's attempt at 
propaganda by the deed failed both to kill Frick and 
to arouse the workers to revolt. Instead he was to 
spend the next fourteen years of his life in prison. 
Berkman’s prison years gave him time to educate 
himself and prepare for further anarchist agitation 
upon his release. In 1906 Berkman joined Goldman. 
in New York and set about editing MOTHER 
EARTH as well as all of Emma's works and his own 
prison diary. He was active in many areas, particu- 
larly agitation in the labor movement, and the 
establishment of the Ferrer Modem School at which 
hetaught. In 1915 Berkman moved to Califomia to 
campaign for the release of two labor militants 
accused of a bombing. After they confessed, 
Berkman gave up their defense and began publish- 
ing his own periodical THE BLAST. The BLAST 
contained articles, news, and commentary in a 
somewhat more lively and militant style than 
MOTHER EARTH. Increasingly its pages were to 
become filled with articles in defense of T. Mooney 
and W. K. Billings two labor militants falsely 
accused of planting a bomb which exploded at a 
July 1916 war preparedness parade in San Fran- 
cisco. Berkman was instrumental in saving the men 
from the death sentence. Berkman and Goldman 
were both strongly opposed to World War I which 
they viewed as a great struggle between the ruling 
capitalist imperialist classes with the world's work- 
ers as cannon fodder. As mentioned above Berk- 
man was arrested for spreading anti-draft propa- 
ganda and after spending two years in prison was 
deported to Russia. After his subsequent disen- 
chantment and break with the Bolsheviks, Berkman 
traveled across Europe in search of ahome. He was 
finally able to secure tenuous residence in France 
where he wrote and campaigned for the release of 
anarchists and other political prisoners heldin Soviet 
prisons and labor camps. He wrote several pam- 
phlets on the Russian revolution as well as publish- 
ing his diary from his stay there. In 1929 Berkman 
wrote NOW AND AFTER an anarchist primer 
which explains anarchism in clear, simple terms. 
Berkman's last, years were spent in illness and 
poverty, until no longer willing to be a burden to the 
comrades who supported him he shot himself in 
June 1936. Berkman was an anarchist agitator 
skilled in oratory and the printed word, as well as a 
keen observer and critic of society's injustice and 
ae cies a a en

The Spirit of Freedom (Reviewed By Troll) 
Breaking the myths and helping to see through the 
propaganda is what this booklet attempts to do for the 
reader. Starting with a historical aspect, the authors 
attempt to explain and point out that the conflict in 
Norther Ireland is not one of religious sectarianism, 
but of deep-rooted British Imperialism. They first 
point out numerous instances during the middle ages 
where Ireland was repeatedly invaded and culturally 
repressed, events that still shape the events in Ireland 
today. Each incident of repression and pockets of 
resistance are looked athere, from early rebellions, to 
the modem "struggles" which began in 1968. There's 
quite a lot of history here that | have not learned or 
fread anywhere before, but this pamphlet does very 
litte towards detailing much of the events (a sug- 
gested reading list is provided for further research 
however) and is basically intended to tell why we 
should cry "Brits out now!” They don't go as far as 
saying the IRA is totally justified in their actions, but 
are strongly supported of a united Ireland without 
British governing. However, as they point out, the 
situation in Ireland will not change, the poor will 
remain weak and powerless, unless social change 
Occurs in Britain as weil.

Inside 
thecenter was alarge gymnasium where 
the bands played, several conference 
rooms for workshops and discussions, 
and a kitchen space was provided along 

with lots of free food which was do- 
nated from a local co-op. also 
Inside the gymnasiumwere 
tables whore distribu- 
tors were able to 
setup stalls.

pretty trite and not 
going to save the world, 

but what we wear Is a reflec- 
tion of the lives we live and our 
beliefs. Like it or not punk rock is here 
to stay and punks will go on dressing 
and acting like punks with spikes and 
Studded jackets and boots andmohawks 
until long after everyone who works at 
Maximum Rock & Roll checked into the 
nursing home. So here are some 
fashion tips which will help you avoid 
profit-mongering gear shops and prod- 
ucts which involve cruelty to animals 
while still racking up the punk points. 


1. Studs. DON'T buy studs at head/gear 
shops as you will get ripped off! Pitch in 
with your crew and buy them in bulk (by 
the hundred or the thousand) Call or 
write S.H. Frank Co./3075 17th st./San 
Francisco, CA 94110 / (415) 863-6244 
and ask fora mailorder list of studs, they 
have all different styles except sharp- 
ened spikes and one inch spikes. Any- 
‘one who knows where to get one inch 
spikes in quantity please get in touch! It 
helps to back up spikes, (especially the 
long ones) with washers on the back, 
this also makes your jacket into a veri- 
table suit of armor. 


2. Spiking your hair. This is how every- 
one in Minneapolis does it, and I'm con- 
vinced its the best method anywhere. 
The best substance to use seems to be 


olive soap, its found at most Greek and 


Middle Eastern grocery stores, as well 
as health food shops, itcosts like a buck 
a pound and is 100% vegan. its also 
green and sticky, which I think is a big 
plus. Grate or cut itup and melt itin a 
old pan over low heat on your stove 
(don't bother trying to microwave it!) 
until it turns into a sticky, paste-like 
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was a small problem with theft at the 
start, but an announcement was made 
between setswhich Inoticed gotpeople's 
attention and alleviated the problem. It 
just made me so mad that | had to 
assume the role of mommy and slap a 
few hands - as if to re-assess some 
respectand common sense into people's 
heads - not to thieve from us who were 
there with intentions to share and com- 
municate!

THE RADICTSand 
JESUS CHRUST were scheduled to 
play but couldn't make it for one reason 
or another. Pityl Several Canadian 
bands played I'd not yet seen (or some 
heard before) and a few ska bands 
played. Some of these were SKA FACE, 
RANDOMKILLING, THE EXECUTIVES 
and FURNACE FACE (I hope | got that 
right). Finally, all the way from Scotland 
to kick off their tour, was Ol POLLOI. 
The only complaint | have about 
the whole thing was, for the 

size of the place, the 
soundsystemwas 
extremely 
echoing 


creme. 
Note, how- 
ever, that the soap 
will bum unless you add 
some water, about an equal 
amount as soap, before you heat 
it. Stick it in your hair and put it in the 
desired direction. Hang upside down 
with a hairdryer to form it into fins and 
cones.

3, Bullet belts. These are always in de- 
mand and I've heard of people paying 
as much as fifty bucks for these in gear 
stores. Fuck that shit! Go to. an army 
surplus store or better yet aregional gun 
show. You can usually get 100 rounds 
of dummy 7.62mm on disintigrating link 
belts for about $10. Thats enough for 1 
1/2 to 2 belts depending on your waist 
size. You can super glue the bullets in 
so the belt doesn't fall apart (leave one 
unglued so youcan getitoff, try marking 
it with paint or notching it so you can do 
itwhen you're drunk) then you also have 
handy weapon around your waist. For 
alist of upcoming gun shows in the Min- 
neapolis area write Minnesota Weap- 
ons Collectors Association, P.O. Box 
662, Hopkins MN 55343. Shows occur 
aboutevery 3 or 4 months, it's usually $3 
to get in and there's all sorts of rad 
weaponry to check out. 


4. Altematives to leather. With mostan- 
archist punks adopting the vegetariar/ 
vegan lifestyle, denim and canvass are 
becoming popular alternatives to the 
traditional leather intensive punk style 


and frequently annoyingly painful to lis- 
ten to. Perhaps you may find ita bitodd 
that you find me complaining about it 
being “too loud,” and granted some 
people do honestly like their eardrums 
spliced and dripping blood, but | value 
my senses and earplugs justdon'tcutit! 

There was a rally proposed for that 
Monday which never happened. this 
being due to poor advertisement, lack of 
information, or communication. Or 
perhaps the rain that day was disen- 
chanting or perhaps it could have even 
been a general feeling of apathy. I don't 
know, but it did seem to me as if people 
preferred to just sit outside and drink 
and go inside every no and then to 


watch some of the bands play, whichin $ 


itself is good fun and fine -- only that 
here the general theme appeared to be 
largely overlooked. 

itis also my opinion that workshops. 
could have made the event more suc- 
cessful by being throughout the whole 
weekend during the daytime (before the 
gigs) rather than justin the space of one 
aftemoon -- which also happened to be 
the last day. By doing so, this would 
have given people more of a chance to 
come together, share ideas, do some 
serious communicating (and have a 
laugh too), rather than the sense of 
divide and conquer/ exclusiveness | felt 
‘so strongly from the many social cliques 
aswell as individuals there. Idon'tmake 
this outto be a negative or poorly organ- 
ized event, nor am | pointing my 
fingers or placing “blame” on 
anyone. I'm just trying to 
convey generalobser- 
vations that | 
made that
